Dimensions of this building are 40' x 51! consisting of 
15 rooms, This building is heated from the school boiler room, Matoxkls used are 
same as in school, This includes interior and exterior finish. I might add that 
the construction ofthis building is ar sulstantitel as in the schoole I feel 
quite justified in saying that all buildings willbe warm in winter and cool in 
summer, as aresult cf construction and insulation methods used. This should result 
in having minimum fuel costs. 


I hope this report is satisfgetory to you, and fills 
your expectations of an inspection. I would heve liked to have mde a more 
thorough report on the scho@l itself but 7 was handicapped by not having all 
details end specifications at my disposal.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHlcF 


HAY LAKES INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL 


HAY LAKES INDIAN Ris 


The following is ®@ report of my inspection trip 
to the above building at Hey Lakes, Alta., on the 30th of 
September and the lst of October, 1950. 


2. The main building has been completed with the 
exception of a very few minor details. The construction, 
workmanship and finish of the building in every way is 
very good and the general appearance both inside and out- 
side would not be out of place in any community. 


3. At one time it was proposed that the Boiler Room 
and electrical equipment be housed in a separate building 

60 feet away from the main building. It was later decided 
to erect the Boiler Room adjacent to the rear wall of the 

Chapel portion of the main building. The construction of 

this was started early this sumer and has been completed 

with the exception of 4 few minor details. 


4. The exceptions to @ completed buildin: consist 

of tne placing of several water closets and lavatory basins, 
the connecting up of & few rediators, the domestic hot water 
heater and tenk to be connected together and the insulat- 

ing covering tc be applied to the two boilers, domestic 

hot water heater and tank and all piping in Boiler noome. 
Arrangements have been made with the firm of Lockerbie 

and Hole, Heating Contractors, Edmonton, to fly two men to 
Hay Lakes to complete the remaining plumbin; and heating 
work. 


5. A small amount of wood base, and a few doors 
are yet to ve installed and small odds of painting which 
could not be cone properly with spray gun nethod has yet 
to be attended to. Exterior concrete steps are under 
construction from Boiler Room to grade level. Large 
double doors are yet to be installed. Also doors between 
Boiler Room and Laundry. 


6. All concrete walls of basement have been furred, 
{insulated and plywood covered with exception of laundry 
and future stean room. All concrete floors in basement 
with the exception of the above mentioned two rooms have 
been covered with mastic tile flooring. The first and 
second floors are entirely covered with linoleum. ‘The 
addition of a balcony with stairs to same has been added 
in the Chapel. The erection of a fair sized covered ve~ 
randa has been added at front entrance to the building. 
Fire protection system of water supply end hose racks in- 
stalled at strategic position has been instelled. Also 
an electrical fire alarm system throughout the building. 
Galvanized iron gutters end rain water leaders have been 
4nstalled. All the above mentioned work was not indica- 
ted on the plans f mished by this office. 
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Te In report of inspeetion trip during January 1950 
it was noted that the two classroom ends cf the main build- 
ing had been increased in width to line with main walls of 
building. It was also noted that a few iron pipe posts 

had been substituted for wood posts as plan originally 
called for. It should be noted that during the period of 
insvection trips approximately thirty free standing wood 
posts had been removed and replaced by iron pipe posts. 


8. The electrical generating equipment hes been 
housed in a separate building one hundred feet to the rear of 
the main building. The building is 18 feet x 21 feet of 
frame construction corresponding to the main building. 

This was erected during the summer, 


9-e A small building 10 feet square has been built 
over the well and motorized pump for water supply to the 
buildings. 


10. A small concrete dam has been erected across the 
stream of water sc as to raise the water level a few feet 
to assure adequete water supply during the winter months. 


ll. A residence building for the Fathers and male 
help is now under construction and should be finished 
shortly. Most of the interior partition work is in, some 
of the plumbing end electrical work installed and all ex- 
terior painting and some of the interior painting is 
completed. 


12. Photographs of the various buildings were taken 
and as soon as prints are available will be forwarded.

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Please advise Bishop Routhier immediately, as 
when he visited the Department recently he was under 
the impression that the cost of the building . ould 
not exceed $225,000.00. From these revised figures 
from the Chief Treasury Officer, it seems evident 
that the expenditure of $59,000.00 for the fiscal 
year 1948-49 has been previously overlooked, but it 
is definitely a pert of the total cost of the building, 
which as I advised you previously, is not to exceed 
$225,000.00.

I have just returned from © trip to the site of the 
project. The bursar of the Corporstion hed arr m for e trip 
of inspection and to arrange for finel deteils, end I took 
advantage of the plane cherter. 


The trip was diseppointing in one respect, in that 
the project is not as near completion es I had been led to 
believe. As you are, I ti ‘nk, aware, communicetion between the 
site and outside points is elmost non-existent, vcarticuleriy in 
the summer. What little news hed trickled out gave the inpression 
that the building was nearly completed some weeks ego, and should 
have been completed by this time. 


I found that, although the main structure is up, there 
is a very considerable amount of finishing work to be done, the 
fvllowing being the main points yet to be carried out: 


1. Preectically #11 cunboerd and shelf work, including 
the kitchen and pantries. 

2. A food number of plumbing fixtures yat to be 

installed. 


Ceiling and walls of boilor-room to be lined 
with Gyproc board, 


Install € aigh pressure boiler for leundry -- 
this includes "bricki. | 

juite en extensive ob. 

it finishing coat on er walls of basement end 
firoproof stair wells. 


Considerable levelling and moving of dirt on 
erounds. 


Building a dam for water supply. 
Install some doors. 


Father Rainville, Superintendent on the project, 
expects to employ a full crew for two weeks or morse and the 
services of three or four carpenters for about three moths, 
It looks as though this work may drag out into 1951. 


I was not, of course, able to teke inventory of 


materials left over as much of the remaining part will be used. 
Also, small tools were scattered all over the project.

However, on the whole I believe the trip worthwhile, 
as I was able to check the payrolls for the sepsrete contract 
for building & Rectory against the School payrolls, end elso 
able to examine the Rectory quite thoroughly, so thet it may be 
possible tc come et least very close to verifying whet meteriels 
went into its construction and what, if any, came from the 
supplies purchased for the School. 


I made quite « thorough examination of the School 
building, checked on mejor items of equipment, and discussed with 
officials of the Corporation and the Indian Superintendent the 
final disposal of tools, materials and equinment. I have also 
now @ very cletr iden of what to expect regarding tho building 
of the dam, boiler installetion, etc. 


As the cleim hed not been prepared as yet, and as the 
Burser wes visiting severeh church locations on his return 
journey and was not sure when he would arrive at NeLennan, I 
returned direct]; to idmonten, I expect to leave here tomorrow 
night for McLennan. Mr Villeneuve wil) likely eccompany me so 
that we can complete the liquidation audit as far as possible. 


I expect to re-visit the site, probably early in 
November, when the read should be frozen sufficiently to allow 
car travel. Mr Knapp, Indian Superintendent exvects to go 


about that time. I should then be sble to complete the necesaury 
inventories,

At Treaty time I made an inspection of 
the Residential School now under construction at Hay 
Lakes. 


All the partitions were up and the inside 
walls painted. The carpenters were in the process of 
putting on the window facings md baseboards. 


The plumbing is installed with the exception 
of the ste@M. radiators which were taken outside to be 
painted. The electric wiring is finished except for 
the connection of the fixtures. Much of the ~equipment 
4s in place ready for use. 


The house for the electric light plant has 
not been built but the plant is on hand. The floor 
of the boiler house has been poured and they are ready 
to procede with the erection of this building. The base- 
ment of the house for the Fathers has been poured. As 
far as I can ascertain, little work has been done on the 
barn. However, I think we are safe in saying that the 
school will be ready for the children on September lst. 


With regard to the final progress claim 
payment: The account now stands at $214,953.29. The 
total amount authorised is #225,0@Mfor the school alone. 
I understand from the contract that final payment will 
not be made until the building is completed, examined by

an engineer and the contract closed. Therefore, I would

We have now two separate contracts with the 
Roman Catholic Episcopal Corporation of Grouard in 
connection with the erection of a residential sehool 
at Hay Lakes, Alberta.

Herewith, copy of a letter received from 
Mr. Charlton, Regional Administrator, Cost Inspection and 
Audit Division, with reference to the above. The gist of 
it is that, with the introduction of a firm price contract 
for the construction of the staff residence and barn at a 
cost of $25,000.00, as authorized by P.C. 21/1188, it will be 
difficult to determine the items which prox y belong to 
the building of the residential school on 4 cost plus basis. 


It has always been obvious to us here in Ottawa 
that, in the absence of a branch representative on the job, 
the "Certificate of Engineer" on applications for progress 
payments indicated the fact only that claims has been handled 
through the regular channel, i.e., the Indisn Superintendent 
at Fort Vermilion. 


Considering the distance and location of the 
residential school, treat deal more reliance must be placed 
on the "Certificate of Contractor® than would ordinarily be 
the case. Of course I am not overlooking the "Certificate of 
the Treasury Auditor®, following his examination of the 


records of the Corporation maintained at McLennan, Alta. 


I should like very much to discuss this matter 
with you immediately on your return from Toronto. In the 
meantime I have written Mr. Charlton advising him that final 
payment will not be made by this otfice without the assurance 
that the costs for the residential school have been segregated 
from the costs of the other buildings to the satisfaction of 
the auditor, Mr.Villeneuve.

Please refer to your file 3-4-1 in connection with the 
above. The last progress claim No.4 went forward on January 18th, 
1950, and I am informed by the Auditor, Mr.Villeneuve, that claim 
No.5 may be expected shortly 4nd it should be forwarded in time 
for payment from old year funds. 

There ia one aspect of tnis contract which is not too 
satisfactory and that is the matter of proper inspection or 4 clerk 
of works at the site. It has not been possible to secure tne usual 
breakdown of costs and your attention has been drawn to this in tne 
previous audit reports. 


I now attach a copy of 4 report by Villeneuve in 
which he mentions that the Department nas provided a grant of 
$10,000.00 for the construction of a staff residence and a further 
grant of %15,000.90 for the construction of a stable and that 
according to his information these grants will be payable on the 
basis of invoices being submitted directly to the Department with- 
out the auditor’s approval. 


It is definitely bad business to have a mixture of cost 
plus and firm price contracts together or even in the same area 
and only difficulties can result. If the Auditor's information is 
correct then it should be arranged that tne cost of construction 
of the two additional items will be handled as an addition to the 
cost plus contract regardless of the grant that may be ultimately 
payable as it creates a very difficult situation for the auditor 
on a project like tnis where materials and labour are not accurately 
controlled by a Departmental Superintendent or Clerk of Works, 

As you know claims are being certified vy the Superintend- 
ant of Indian Agency at Fort Vermilion and he is signing witnout 


any real knowledge of what is taking place. 


Will you kindl give consideration to tn 
auditor and advise me jue course.

I have just returned from McLennan where I have 


audited the accounts of the above contractors to be submitted 
shortly under Claim No.5. 


As the claim docum accounts have to be sent 
Vermilion for the Indian A; rtification, it may 
possible to have it reach your office before April 15th. 

The Indian Affairs Branch are very anxious to have 
this claim paid out of the old appropriation, In view of the 
unavoidable delays that may take place, it is probably advise- 
able to inform the Department at this time tnat the claim sub- 
mitted covers expenditures in exce $68,000, which I have 
verified and I am prepared to certify providing the Department 
has approved the additional funds. The Corporation informed me 
that the Department is to authorize an additional $50,000. for 
the completion of the residential school. 

The Department has also provided for a grant of 
$19,000. for the construction of a staff residence and a further 
grant of $15,000. for the construction of a stable, According 
to the information received, the only requirements nec¢ ary 
to obtain payments under these two grants will be to submit 
inroices directly to tne Department without the auditor's 
approval. 


It is apparent that arrangements of this kind will 
lead to a good deal of confusion in establishing which expendi- 
tures have gone into the school and which have gone into the 
other two buildings. contract is to be carried out on 
this basis, I can only sugges na 1 resident clerk of works 
be appointed at the earliest f 3 3 date, otherwis I feel, 
in the light of the difficulti¢ he have come up on tne 
Wabasca project, that it is é expec an auditor situated 
on hundreds of mil away to be € cercise the proper 
controls of the «€ iitures being incurred. 


Tie other alternative would be to amalgamate tne 
grants into the one contract and have the accounts submitted in 
the regular manner after audit, with a breakdown of enditures 
among the three buildings proposed. 

It is essential that a procedure 0 sstadlished 
without delay in order to avoid the confusion which will 


inevitably result if two systems of payments are to be followed. 


Kindly give the matter your immediate consideration 
and inform tne Indian Affairs SYranch accordingly.

MEMORANDUM TO THE DIRECTOR 8108 
Hay Lakes Indian Residential School. 


In response to your memorandum of the 9th 
March and as forecast in our memorandum of the 14th Ja- 
nuary, hereunder is a summary of the report of the re< 
presentative from this office, Mr. Thornton, who visited 
the above school in January. 


Mr. Thornton found that there have been many 
deviations from our design for this building. Each end 
of the main portion of the building has been widened, and 
the roof has been raised, obviating the dormer windows. 
These alterations increase the volume of the building by 
approximately 51,630 cu.ft. This service concurred in 
raising the roof to permit elimination of dormer windows 
at the request of the church authorities. 


Steel beams have been used over the central 
portion of the basement, eliminating wood construction 
with columns shown in our design. Concrete foundation 
walls have been lined with 1/4" plywood over shiplap and 
puilding paper on studding, which was not indicated on 
our drawings. Electrical work is being done. 


Some partitions have been changed, no ex~ 
terior stairs have been built, and the boiler room will 
be constructed adjacent to the end chapel wall. 


Piping and plumbing fixtures have arrived on 
site, most of the basement drainage is installed and some 
plumbing stacks run up through the first floor. Most of 
the heating equipment is on the site and steam mains are 
being installed. The two boilers, at that date, were en 
route to the site. 


All of this plumbing and heating is being 
done in accordance with drawings prepared by Messrs Locker- 
bie and Hole, Edmonton, Alberte. 


With plumbing and heating services so far ad- 
vanced no purpose can be served in having designs and lay- 
outs prepared by this Service.

Re: Hay Lake Indian Residential School 


A copy of a letter from Mr. Huestis, Director of Forestry, 

is attached. There was a great deal of discussion over these 
logs. ‘The Mission went ahead and cut 5,000 logs, amounting 
to at least 100,000 feet of timber, without the sanction 

of either the Province or this Agency. The Indians were not 
consulted. 


I think it would be advisable at this time for someone with 
higher authority than mine to point out to the Mission at Hay 
Lake that as they are on an Indian Reserve, they should 
conform to the regulations governing an Indian Reserve and 
respect the Indian rights pertaining to that Reserve. (“ef. 
Para. 44 and Sec. 120 of the Indian Act.) 


Last year, on the same Reserve, Father Arbay grew potatoes 

and then waited until there was a shortage and the Indians were 
then compelled to buy them at $6.00 per sack. The price 

for local grow potatoes should be between $2.00 and $2.50 

per sack and I might add that the Indians are very resentful 
about this matter. 


We will need the cooperation of the Indians to get them into 
the School this summer and any acts of this nature will mals 
the work more difficult. I quite understand that the Mission 
is doing excellent work and that the timber would be granted 
to the Mission, but I believe it should be done properly. 

As the timber has already been cut, I would appreciate your 
advice on how to proceed with this matter.

I inspected the new Indian Residential 
School. Good progress is being made on this building. 
The outside is between 90% and 95% completed and the 
inside is insulated and shiplapped. Fifty per cent 
of the electric wiring is done. Two brothers, ex- 
perienced plumbers - arrived at the same time to 
install the plumbing. 


Their present plans are to get in as much 
freight as possible before the road becomes too 
drifted; then they plan to stop hauling freight and 
will open the road again by bulldozer in the Spring 
to enable them to bring in the remainder of the freight. 


I am of the opinion that they will need 
additional funds to finish the school. $50,000.00 
of the grant will have gone towards freight before 
they get all their supplies in. he freighting of 
materials to Hav Lake for the construction of 
school has been a difficult undertaking | 
not been for the free labor given by the 
it would have cost the Department a great 
build this school than had to be given out by contract. 
I feel very satisfied with the progress of the work. 
They have a very competent man in charge in the person 
of Father Rainville who built the Fort Vermilion 
hospital. 


There is no doubt that this school is one 
of the best things that has happened for the Hay Lake 
Indians. As they are still a Band of primitive bush 
Indians and essentially trapverg I feel that the first 
generation will reap the benefits of this residential 
school.

The salary rate received by Superintendent A. Verret 
has been approved by the Department. 


Wages rates are in compliance with minimum wage rates 
prescribed by the Board of Industrial Relations for Alberta. 
Carpenters have been paid at the rate of $1.25 per hour and 
helpers at $1.00 per hour. These employees have all been 
reoruited in the district, and the wages paid are in line 
with labor rates in thet area. 


Indian laborers have been paid at rates complying with 
the Provincial minimum wages and have been considered reason- 
able by the Supervising Indian Agent. 


Prevision has been made for the payment of Holiday 
Pay at the conclusion of the project.

These rates appear reasonable and have not been questioned 
by the Indian Superintendent. Supporting schedules of quan- 
tities supplied have been appended to the claim. Deductions 
from payments for meals and supplies taken by the Indians 
have been credited to the summary of materiels. 


General :- 


The present Progress Claim No. 4 has been certified 
by the Indian Superintendent, S.C. Knapp at Fort Vermilion 
who has visited the project during recent months. The 
Department has requested thet all claims on the project should 
be approved by the Agent at Fort Vermilion rather than by 
the Agent at High Prairie as it had heretofore been done. 


According to reports received and photogrphs examined 
the work had progressed relatively well up to the end of 
November. At that time, the main shell had been erected and 
work was to begin on utilities and interior finishing. 


The total expenditure to the end of November amounted 
to $146,372.54 which is still within the authorized estimate 
ef $175,000.00. It is evident, in the light of the existing 
conditions, that the cost of the building will be consider- 
ably higher than the original estimate. The Corporation is 
negotiating with the Department in order to secure the 
necessary authority to exceed the original appropriation.

From the above analysis of the lists of 
hildren submitted by the Acting Indian Agent it appears 
hat there are at the moment 54 children of school age 
at Fort St. James,26 with either good or at least fair homes 
and 28 who are either orphans and must go to a residential 
school numbering 8, who live in fairhomes 4, or in poor homes 16.

‘ith under school age children we divide by say 6 
to find the average number available yearly as Beginners should 
a new Indian day school be established here, In this case there 
would be some 8 pupils for the Beginners class yearly. 


With over forty children available for a day school 
now and an average of some 8 per annum for the next five or six 
years at least and a similar number yearly after that, I have 
no hesitation in recommending the establishment of a one room 
Indian day school at Fort St. James. 


The school would be situated in a very cold part 
of the Province and must be of very good construction, It should 
have a teacher's residence attached as we should require a 
married man or woman as teacher here. 


The type of school erected at Pemberton would be 
very suitable. Owing to the aifficulty of transportation the 
total cost of such a school furnished at Fort St. James might 
be from 30% to 50% more than at Pemberton. J have no means 


of giving a more exact figure. 


I would recommend that provision be made for 
such a school as I have mentioned above in the 1940-41 estimates.

I have searched in vain through our files for 
any specific facts which I could provide you concerning the 
points raised in Byshop Jordan's letter. I do not know this 
area end feel that the school will primarily be for the Indian 
chiléren et Fort St. James and that Inspector Davey has no 
plens for Burns Lake this year. I think we can advise the 
Bishop that we are prepared to have Catholic teachers but I 
am rather concerned over these "joint building programmes". 
Our experience to date is that the Education Division bears 
the major portion of the costs and I would much rather build 
my own building. We could of course consider the sharing of 
electrical and water supplies. 


I do not feel thet we can provide any dormitory 
accommodation at Fort St. James for the Indian children at 
the far end of the lake and they will have to go to lejac, as 
they do at present. 


I regret thet I cannot provide you with any other 
information. The material on our files, as you can see here- 
under, is only fairly complete. On November 16, 1946, Bishop 
Jordan advised me that a day school was required at Fort St. 
James. Inspector Barry also did not hesitate to recommend 
a day school at Fort St. James when he reviewed the situation 
in 1939.

A long discussion was held in my office this morning 
with regard to the construction of a two-room Indian day school at 
Fort St. James. Present for this meeting were Bishop Jordan of 
Prince Rupert, Father Birteh, 0.M.1., and the Superintendent of 
Education. 


The following points of agreement were reached: 


(1) That the Department be responsible for the erection of a 
two-room Indian day school at Fort St. James, to be ready 
for school opening by September, 1950. This school would 
be identical with that at Anaham and would provide for 
electricity and running water. 


That Bishop Jordan would endeavour to locate two qualified 
and experienced teachers for this school by that time. I 
believe Bishop Jordan will be approaching various teaching 
Orders of Nuns end with the assurance of a modern school 
he believes he will be successful in securing properly 
certificated teachers. 


That children of school age on the Fort St. James reserve 
would attend this new day school and only those children 
requiring institutional care would be sent to the Lejac 
Residential School. 


I believe that the appointment of qualified Sisters 
will ensure « continuity in our educational program on the Fort 


St. James reserve which could not be obtained in any other way. 
I feel certain thet the Bishop will endeavour to obtein en 
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English speeking Order of Nuns, We montioned to him the work 
being done on Christian Island and in the Maritimes and hope 
that he will obtain as high calibre of teachers. 


Knowing your views on the employment of Sisters 
in Indien day schools, and your experiences in Ontario and 
the Maritimes with such teachers, I feel confident that you 
will agree with the above proposals. I would appreciate your 
comments at an early date so thet arrangewents can be made 
to consolidate the plans end specifications for this new 
building. We intend to advertise for tenders in March 1950, 
if thie meets with your approval.

until berry picking started. Under the circumstances I 
have authorized him to incur an expenditure of $150 to 
pay the Indians on a ration basis and a further expenditure 
of $150 for the hire of a bulldozer which is available for 


removing stumps.

of buildings is one which would make much better classroom 

than the one mentioned in the original letter. It is larger, 
being 20 x 36 feet as compared to 14 x 32 feet. 


School Inspector Davey, Mr. Letcher, and myself 
completed a survey of the buildings on July 19th and we are 
of the opinion that provided funds are available, it would 
be to the advantage of the Department to purchase all of 
them, including the other equipment as mentioned.

We are attaching copies of letters received from 
Simson-Trethewey Lumber Limited (owners of the buildings), 
directed to Trethewey Creek Timber Co. Ltd. (who operated the 
camp), wherein they are agreeable to sell the buildings, etc., 
at prices stated. The prices indicated are those which we as 
members of the Department, placed on the buildings. 


We have allocated the amount of $4000.00 from the 
Agency building grant for the purpose of supplying new buildings 
for the Skookum Chuck Band, and a further sum of $300.00 towards 
building repairs for the same Band. None of these monies have 
been expended to date. The present home reserve of this Band 
is about 15 miles up country from Douglas, in country which is 
most inaccessible. Very little has been expended during the 
past few years towards relieving the housing problem of this 
band, due mainly to its location. It is now proposed that 
the Department obtain the site upon which the aforementioned 
buildings are located, establish the school, and then move 
several of the Skookum Chuck families to the new location, 
where they will have much better facilities in every way. 
We feel that by using the funds as stated for procuring the 
buildings listed for this Band, we will receive much more and 
better buildings than if we tried to build new buildings at the 
present home reserve of the Band. The Department erected new 
houses for members of the Douglas Band at the Douglas Reserve 
which is adjacent. These units cost $1900.00 each in 1948, 
and are not much better than certain of the buildings which 
we propose purchasing.

He has agreed to do the job for $300.00 which we feel is 
very reasonable. We had an accountable advance prior to 
March 31st in the amount of $250.00 which was to be used 
for installation of the storage tank and water lines. This 
had to be returned as the work could not be done due to 

eather conditions. It is, therefore, requested that the 
accountable advance be reissued and made in the amount of 
$300.00.

With reference to your letter of January 3rd, 
1950. 


The family you referred to in the December re- 
port, live on the opposite bank of the Thompson River from 
the school. Ice had formed on the river which made it 
dangerous to attempt crossing with a boat. I did not re- 
ceive the school report until December 20th, 1949, and I 
spoke to Pierre Cyprian August in Kamloops shortly before 
Christmas, in regard to the matter, and today I went up to 
Shuswap and tested the ice and after doing so, I told him 
not to let the children try to cross the river, as it is 
not safe. 


I am now trying to make arrangemets with Chief 
William Pierrish to let Pierre Cyprian August use a vacant 
house, which belongs to the Chief in Neskainlith Village. 
During the school months, I had hoped that Mrs. Harris, a 
relative of August's would look after the children but she 
will not do so. 


The roads from Chase to the Neskainlith school 
are now impassible, drifts of five to six feet of snow in 
many places. I spoke to the Provincial Road Engineer from 
Salmon Arm and requested him to plow the road to the school. 
He informed me that he will do his best to get the road plowed 
this week. The snow conditions are the worst I heve ex- 
perienced in years in the Kamloops & Shuswap oy -

Superintendent Todd visited this office recently 
at which time I discussed with him the question of completing 
the various Indian Day ®chool buildings in his Agency, 
construction of which was proceeded with to various stages in 
each case by the Lands and Development Services Branch prior 
to March 31st. 


A copy of my letter of June 8th to Mr. Todd 
following our discussion is enclosed for your information 
together with his letter of June 16th regarding completion 
of the Turnour Island day school. We have yet to secure from 
Mr. Todd an estimate of the cost of completing the Alert Bay 
day school and although I had hoped to be able to advise you 
the total amount of funds which should be transferred from 
some other praises for the completion of schools in the 
Kwawkewlth Agency, rather than delay the matter further I 
would recommend that an amount of $3000 be made available now 
for completion of the Campbell River and Turnour Island day 
schools, but in the absence of information with respect to the 
specific provisions made for school construction at various 
points this year carmot suggest from which proposed school 
the funds should be transferred. 


Mr. Todd, in his letter attached, requests an 
accountable advance of $2500 for the Turnour Island School. 
Tt is thought that this amount will be in excess of his 
requirements as part of the estimated cost is for material. 

I would recommend that an advance of $2000 be forwarded to 
him as soon as possible. The completion of the Alert Bay Day 
school will be the subject of a separate communication at an

As requested in your letter of June 8th 
and later during our conversation in Vancouver, 
two White carpenters who will undertake the com 
at an hourly rate of $1.40, plus living ellowan 
carpenters have just left Englewood where they 
have offered to do this work for us before going to Vanc 
we can give them 6 reply within 4 week. 


I have carefully perused Turnour Island project and am satisfied 
4t can be completed within the estimate of $2500.00. I made a trip to 
Turnour Island yesterday to check on the material on the spot and find 
that some is missing. 


Although no orders or vouchers passed through this office; never- 
theless, I am of the opinion that the blackboards and rails for same for 
this school were purchased and shipped to Port Hardy. During my visit 
yesterday I could not locate any blackboards and would therefore suggest 
that you 'phone the Surveys and Engineering Branch and ascertain whether 
these blackboards were purchased and if so, where they are stored. If 
they have no knowledge of same, then order sufficient blackboerds for the 
school immediately. 


I also found other materials short but will try and locate them 
at the Army Camp. There is no galvanized pipe to {install the plumbing. 
There is none in storage any place and this will have to be purchased. 
Please ‘phone Col. Whyte and ask him to give you an estimate of how much 
pipe and the size required and arrange to have it purchased in Vancouver 
and shipped to me at Alert Bay. All other fittings can be procurred out 
of stores here.

I do not know if you have been advised what funds have been 
provided for schools as yet, but as this is our only chance of getting 
this school completed and have it ready for September lst, I would kindly 
ask that you communicate with Ottawa, if necessary, and obtain approval 
for the expenditure of $2500.00, and have the accountable cheque for 
this amount forwarded this office. These men will wait for their money 
a short time but it is necessary to receive approval to proceed within 
a week, in which case I will start the men and the money can be forwarded 
thereafter. 


The men I refer to above will finish all the carpentry work, 
install the electrical wiring and paint the building. I will have to 
get someone else to do the plumbing, but this can be done after the 
other work is completed. 


I am writing at some length because it is necessary that we have

With reference to our conversation regarding the 
completion of Indian Day school buildings in your Agency 
following is the action agreed upon with respect to the Indian 
Schools concerned: 


(1) Campbell River Day School - work remaining to be done ¥ 
consists of clearing around the buildings, painting the 
buildings and construction of a sidewalk. Estimated 
cost - $500. All this work can be done with local labour 
and it is understood you will have the matter attended 
to when you are advised that the necessary transfer of 
funds has been mde. 


Turnour Island Day *chool - your estimate of the cost of 
completing this school is $2500. As in the case of the 
Campbell River school the work can be completed with local 
labour under your supervision when the necessary transfer 
of funds is made. 


Alert Bay Day School - It is understood that the work 
necessary to complete these buildings consists of exterior 
painting, installation of plumbing and insulation of 

‘ ceilings. It is understood that Mr. *canlon can attend 
to the matter of insulation and that the only cost 
involved will be for material. Will you please let me 
have an estimate of the cost of material. With respect 
to the painting, etc., will you please submit a tender 
covering completion of this work under contract. 


On receipt of estimates of the costs of completing 
the three school projects above mentioned, arrangements will be 
made for transfer of the necessary funds.

RE: JURNOUR ISIAND SCHOOL 


Since I have received e request to take cherge and supervise 
the completion of the Turnour Island School and Teacherage, I have 
perused the concluding report of the Surveys end Engineering Branch 
which was submitted at the end of the fiscal year when they closed down 
work on this project. I have also inspected the work done and wish to 
make the following report. 


When the Department approved of the construction of this school 
they requested School Inspector Davey and myself to visit the village 
and pick out a suitable site, This we did during 1947 prior to any 
construction being undertaken, A few years ago the Department, with 
the coeoperation of the Indians, built a good domestic water system, 

At that time we located e natural spring up a revine a short distence from 
the village. A dem was built and the water was piped to the village. 
This was cone without the services of the Surveye and Engineering Franch, 
When Inspector Davey and myself picked the site we perticulerly kept in 
mind having the school and teacherace located in a position whereby it 
would not be higher than our dam, so thet the water would ¢eravity feed 
into the school, the seme as in the homes in the villege. We also picked 
an slternative site in cese the Engineers found the first choice was too 
high. 


Before going on sick leave I went to Mr. MeClure who was in charge 
of the construction for the Surveys and Fngineering Branch and requested 
him to check on the height to make sure that the water would ,revity feed 
into the new school, I also told him that the Chief end other principel 
members of the Pand accompanied Inspector Davey and myself and knew the 
exact sites we had chosen, and to see them before starting construction 
if there was any doubt es to the location, It was particulerly emphasized 
the importance of having the right site to that we could get water to the 
achool,. 


When I returned to duty I found that Mr, McClure had never checked 
to see whether water could reach the school « in fact, he built the 
school in a different site entirely, further up on @ hill and now it 
is impossible to get water into the school from our present water system 
unless the Department goes to some expense of installing & pump anc a tank 
or finding a new supply of water which could be gravity fed to the school. 


In the Surveys and Engineering Branch final report they give the 
impression this school and teacherage is practically completed and that 
the work can be finished by Indiens, The facts are four walls were built 
and the roof put on. The exterior carpentry work is not completed neither 
is the painting, Only « few panels on the interior were temporarily nailed 
up. These were done in such e manner thet they will ell heve to be removed 
as none of them fit. The floor has not been finished. No interior panels, 
ineuletion, partitions or that portion of the teacherage or wash room have 
been touched - in fact, most of the school hrs yet to be built. The 
engineers have suggested thet the plumbing, wiring end finishing, which 
is always considered technical and skilled work, be done by Indians. This 
is their recommendation. 


Peted. 
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The original plan of the school was to have the classroom ; 
south and the teecherage built in the north end of the building. For 
gome unknown reason the whole plan of this echool was changed so that 
the classroom was put on the north end of the building thus reducing 
maximum light in the classroom, anc the teacherage built on the south end. 
The livingeroom and kitchen of the plan received o few days go shows 
that they face the forest. These two rooms should face the sea. 


If the Surveys and Engineering Franch did not intend to complete 
this project end were going to ask the Indian Affairs Branch to complete 
game, why did they not say 8° when they closed down construction work? 


When the Indians learned the work on this school was discontinuing, 
they came to me and offered to work saying they would wait for their money, 
if necessary, and pointed out thet they had time before going fishing to 
complete the work. I informed the Indians at thet time that the work 
was. closing down only on account of it being the end of our fiscal year 
and thet essurance had been given me throug! the Commissioner's Office 
thet the work would be resumed in the new fiscal year and the school 
completed by the Surveys end Engineering Branch in time for opening on 
September lst. The Indians are now going fishin; and nothing has been 
done in regard to finishing the school, and I have been requested to take 
over the work and heve it completed. 


The Engineering Branch, if they have eny plans, have not submitted 
them 4n respect to the plumbing end wiring. I elso find we are short 
some materials which will have to be purchased. 


If the Department will give me authority to go ahead and finish 
the school without referring it to the engineers, which would only delay 
completion, and provide sufficient money, I will undertake to complete 
it and have it ready for September lst. This is going to be very difficult 
without necessary Agency staff, but I will do ay best under the circumstances.

Acknowledging your letter of April 2lst last, file #794-5(E.1), 
I beg to advise you as follows: 


Turnour Island School was built by the Engineers in a location 
other than determined by School Inspector Davey and myself, thus 
depriving the school of a domestic water supply from the village 
domestic water system, Last year the Department provided funds to 
complete the school which included plumbing and wiring for electric 
lights. Indians were asked to finish this project. We completed 
the school with the exception of the plumbing and electric wiring, 
as agreed; but when the school teacher arrived with his family and 
found there was no water available and that it had to be carried in 
a pail for some considerable distance, they refused to stay unless 
a water system was put in. 


I was, therefore, faced with taking some action, and the late 
Col. Whyte of the Surveys and Engineering Branch, and Commissioner 
Arneil visited the school during 1948 during construction. The late 
Col. Whyte stated the only solution was to build another dam farther 
up the mountain and connect it with the present system, thus giving 
sufficient height for water to gravity feed into the school. Rather 
than put in the electric lights and sewerage system out of the funds 
made available, I used some of this money to build this new dam 
employing Indians to carry out the work, As we had to do the work 
when Indian labour wes available, the work was proceeded with during 
the month of March, 


I informed the Indians I did not have sufficient funds to 
complete the job, and they said rather than not see the water system 
put into the school, they would continue working and wait for their 
money, if necessary, so long as I guaranteed they would be paid 
eventually. As it was near the end of the fiscal year, there was 


p.t.o,. 
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not sufficient time for me to place the matter before the Department 
and complete it, and as the Indians would not be available leter, 
it was imperative that we proceed at once. 


The whole project is now practically completed and in a few days 
we will have water in the school, On April 26th last Commissioner 
Arneil and School Inspector Davey visited Turnour Island Indian Day 
School, and Commissioner Arneil saw what we had accomplished, end I 
think was pleased with the work of the Indians and what we have 
accomplished for the expenditure. 


During the end of our fiscal year I discussed this matter with 
the Commissioner's Office and they advised me to forward my accounts 
up to the end of the year and write a covering letter, which I did. 

I cannot give you exactly the amount still owing on this project as 

I have not received the payroll as yet. We have had to buy two 
hundred lineal feet of 1/2" galvanized pipe and a few fittings. This, 
together with the payroll will be the total cost of the balance due. 
{ shall give you a further mport ina few days when the project is 


finished. 


In adiition to this approximately $500.00 will heve to be provided 
to put in our sewerage and plumbing in the school itself together with 
the whrirgof the building for electric lights. This will complete 
Turnour Island School, and I believe will turn out to be one of the 
cheapest schools and teacherage the Department have built in the 


Province.

In my letter dated May 3rd, 1949, sent direct to Ottewa, copy 
of which was forwarded your office, I stated it would take approx- 
imately $500.00 to complete the sewerage, plumbing and electrical 
installetion. Since then I have hed time to go into the cost more 
thoroughly and find it will take approximately $700.00 to complete 


the above work. 


school has been built almost entirely by Indians who, 
incidently, have done 4 splendid job; I am now most anxious that it 
be completed before the fishing season starts. Yesterday Mr. Tom 
Smith, who has been our foreman on the construction work and is 6 
very capable man, checked very carefully with me the small amount of 
materials required to be purchased that cannot be supplied from the 
Army Camp Stores, together with the cost of labour. As near a6 we 
can estimate the total expenditure to complete the school will be as 
above stated, and I am requesting the Department to give immediate 
approvel for the expenditure of $700.00 to cover this work. 


I am not asking for an accountable advance but rather authority 
to proceed with the work and submit vouchers covering the expenditure. 
Mr. Tom Smith and Oly Shaughnessy will be installing the plumbing and 
sewerage. ‘These Indians have 6 short time availeble to do the work 
before starting fishing and it is imperative that we act quickly 
otherwise nothing can be done until next November when the fishing 
season is over. The teacher and his family will be remaining at the 
village all summer and I feel we owe 4t to them to make this installation 
at once, particulerly when we have the water now in the school and there 
is nothing to prevent us from proceeding with the work. 


As this 
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Would you, therefore, please refer the matter to Ottawa by 
Airmail and request Col. Neary, if approved, to wire me direct if 
I may proceed with the work at once. 


As I have a large building progrem on this year I am very 
anxious that we complete this school and be through with it so 
that I can give my full attention to other work, 


Your kind and early attention to this will be greatly 
appreciated.

With reference to your letter of 
September 20th and further to my report of September 12th 
last in connection with the truancy situation at Lejac 
indian Residential School. I wish to advise that Adanas 
Alexis of the Stony Creek Band, one of the parents who 
failed to return his children to School, and also influ- 
enced and prevented others from doing so, was prosecuted 
by Corporal L.F. Fielder of the local detachment of the 
R.C.MeP., and fined 92.00 and costs. 


Following the prosecution, Corp- 
oral Fielder and farming Instructor Andros made numerous 
patrols involving considerable time and expense, and app- 
rehended and conveyed a number of absentees to the School. 
The School quota has now been reached, and the Reverend 

. Principal advises that he can only accommodate about four 
more children. 


Niay I suggest that the Department 
forward a letter to the Officer Commanding the kK.C.M.P. at 
Vancouver, B.C., commending the services, tact and good 
judgement rendered by Corporal Fielder in carrying out a 
disagreeable and difficult task. 


The majority of the Stony Creek 
Band are extremely bitter and resentful at having to return 
their children to the Residential School. I have had sev- 
eral .eetings and many Delegations from the Band in this 
connection, urging that a4 Day School be established on the 
Reserve. in view of the attitude of the Stony Creek Band 
towards the Lejac Indian Kesidential School, and the fact 
that there are considerable number of children at home be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 16 years who are not receiving an 
education, I would strongly urge the establishment of a Day 
School at the earliest possible date 


The Band are nost anxious to co- 
operate and agree to turn over the Band recreation hall for 
School purposes, until such time as the Department is in the 
position to construct a new building. The hall was construc- 
ted last year, and with some minor alterations, it would be 
quite suitable for the purpose. 


I would appreciate having the Depart- 
ment's attitude towards the proposal so that I may be in the 
position to advise the Band.

The School hes now reeched its quota and Mr. Howe 
recommends that the Officer Commanding at Vancouver, R.C., be 
advised that we apreciated the services tact and good judgment 
rendered by Cpl. Fielder. Please convey our appreciation in this 
regard. 


ve wrote you recently regarding the situation thet 
developed with the Stony Creek Indians. Evidently they are 
insistent thet a day school be established on their reserve and 
Mr. Howe states they ere prepared to turn over their recreation 
hall to be used for school purposes until such time as the 
Department is in a position to construct a new building. The 
Agent states that the hall, with some minor alterations would 
be guite cuitable for school purposes. 


Please let us have your comments on Mr. Howe's sugves- 
tion. Possibly it would be preferable to let the matter stand 
until the new inspector hes an opportunity to visit the Stuart 
Lake Agency. The question of securing a teacher also arises. 

The 1944 census shows that all members of the Stony Creek Band 
are listed as Roman Catholics. Would it be possible to secure 
e Roman C.tholic teacher in the event of this school being opened 
in the band's hall?

I have your letter of November 26th in which you refer 
to the truancy situation at the Lejac Indian Residential 
School, and the question of establishing a day school on the 
Stony indian Reserve. 


In regard to the first mentioned item it would appear 
that the situation has been composed to some extent, for the 
time being at any rate, the school having reached its quota. 


With respect to the matter of establishing a day school 
at the Stony Reserve, it will be noted that in July last Mr. 
Indian Agent Howe reported some 249 children of school age 
in his Agency not attending any school, 21 of whom were from 
the Stony Vreek Reserve. Mr. Howe also showed 41 children 
from this reserve enrolled at the Lejac Indian cesidential 
school and 44 children under seven years of age at home in 
the village. It is clear from the information submitted by 
Mr. Howe that the Lejac Indian Residential School cannot meet 
the school needs of the Stuart Lake Agency and consequently 
consideration should be given to the establishment of day 
schools where indicated to provide the necessary accommodation. 


Reverting to the proposed school at Stony Reserve, it is 
not seen, now that we have entered the second half of the 
school year, how a school can be organized and the services 
of a teacher secured and anything worthwhile accomplished 
before the term ends on June 30th. The writer feels, however, 
that in view of the situation and the difficulties in securing 
materials for new school buildings we should take advantage 
of the offer of the Stony Indians of their recreation hall 
and make the necessary arrangements for its use for school 
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ae 


purposes. With this in mind I am writing to Mr. Howe 
requesting the following information: 


(1) An estimate of the cost of materials and lebour 
required to make the building suitable for school 
purposes, 


(2) The possibility of securing the services of a 
qualified Roman Catholic teacher in the area in 
the event of the school being opened. 


The possibility of the teacher securing board 
and lodging with nearby white settlers and if 
this is not possible what can be provided in the 
way of suitable quarters for the teacher on the 
Reserve. 


The number of children of the Stony Creek Band, 
excluding those in attendance at the Lejac School, 
available to attend the new school in the event of 
its being opened. 


I will communicate again with the Department on 


this matter following receipt of Mr. Howe's report.

‘ With reference to Mr. Phelan's letter of Nov. 
17th, I regret that we have been unable to write et an earlier 
date with regard to settlement of Bovil and Hann's account 
covering erection of the above-mentioned school but as 
intimated in my recent Army Signals message we have been 
awaiting information from Supt. Howe, which informetion is 
set out in his letter of December 6th atteched. 


We are greatly concerned at the Department's 
attitude with regard to this account as 8 careful review of 
our file indicates that on severel occasions we emphatically 
steted that the estimated cost of erecting the prefabricated 
sections of the building, $3,800, was arrived at in this 
office and it is doubtful if Bovil and Hann, who ouite rightly 
were under the impression that they were working on a cost 
plus 10% of labour basis, were even aware of our estimate. In 
this connection I would refer to Mr. Neary's Army Signals 
message of November 24th wherein we were advised that the 
Minister had approved acceptance of the contractor's quotation 
to supply all labour and meterials for the excavation and 
construction of concrete footings, etc., at a total cost not 
exceeding $3,800, and to my reply thereto dated November 26th, 
1948, wherein we presumed that the expenditure authorized, 
$3,800, referred to the erection of the prefabricated sections 
and completion of the building rather than to excavation and 
construction of the concrete foundations, etc., which work 
was previously authorized in Mr, Neary's Army Signals message 
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of October 23rd. In the final paregraph of my letter I 
emphasized that the cost of the erection of the prefabricated 
sections was estimated in this office and nowhere in our 

file can I find any suggestion that payment to the contrators 
was to be confined to the amount of $3,800. 


Vouchers Nos. 1046 and 658 referred to on Page 2 
of Mr. Phelan's letter covered the amount of the contractor's 
firm bid for the concrete foundetion, etc. Vouchers Nos. 99 
in the amount of $1,466 and 245 in the amount of 1,382.29 
covered part of the cost of erecting the prefabricated sections 
of the building and voucher 660 in the amount of $3,765.22 
covers, in addition to labour costs in connection with the 
erection of the building, certain materials additional to those 
which the contractorsundertook to provide in their contract. 


As I see the matter, Bovil and Hann have completed 
that part of the work covered by their firm tender in the amount 
of $4,362.50 and have been paid this amount. They have, in 
addition completed the erection of the building to the satis- 
faction of Mr. Howe and are entitled to reimbursement of the 
expenditures they have made in this connection which are 
covered by vouchers 99, 245 and 660, plus 10%, which was the 
proposal they made to the Department and which apparently was 
accepteble at that time. The onlyadjustment which might be 
effected is a deduction of $71.30 from the amount claimed by 
them to cover the expenditure of which they were relieved when 
we arranged for trucking of the school from the factory to the 
site. 


The confusion with regard to this construction 
oroject is regretted but you will recall that at thet time, ir 
the case of the Klemtu school funds were edvanced by the Depart- 
ment for payment of labour costs end formal contracts were 
insisted on by the Department at Pemberton and elsewhere, where- 
as at Stony Creek, reference the final paragreph of my letter 
of December 18th, 1948, to you we were unable to find out just 
how the Department wished the matter handled. 


I would recommend payment of $3,693.92 to Bovil 


and Hann, which is the emount of their outstanding account less 
the adjustment for cartage from the reilroad to the school site 
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which was not supplied by them but which was covered by their 
firm tender for the foundations, etc.

I desire to refer you to my memorandum of 
December 8th with reference to the construction of the 
Stony Creek Indian Day School, in the Stuart Lake Indian 
Agency, in the Province of British Columbia, by Messrs. 
Bovill & Hann. 


We have now received a complete report from 
our Indian Commissioner in British Columbia, and it appears 
that the contractors actually carried out the work on a 
cost plus basis and in addition, supplied a considerable 
amount of material which was urgently required in order 
not to delay construction. 


As stated in my memorandum of December 8th, 
the contractors request a further payment of $3,765.22. 
From this it has been agreed to deduct an amount of $71.30 
to cover an expenditure of which they were relieved when 
Departmental officials arranged for trucking the prefabricated 
school from the factory to the site. This leaves the net 
amount claimed by the contractors as ¥3,693.92. 


There is till a balance in the authorities 
already granted by the Minister of $951.71, and I would 
appreciate it if the Minister would give-authority in 
an additional amount of $2,742.21, which will enable 
us to settle the account.

We have a member of our staff here who is doing some 
handiwork training with our patients here, that is Mise Drummond. Miss 
Drummond knows of a teacher who would be free and willing to come to 
Miller Bay Hospital to carry on some school. work with our,children here 
during the summer holidays. I now have Cif applications ies Margaret 
Emma McLeod. She states that she would be available from July 7th 
until August 22nd. Even though this is only for a short time, I feel 
that it would be very well worth while to have her on our staff during 
the summer months. The carrying on of regular school work is of con- 
siderable assistance to general discipline on the children's ward, and 
I am sure that all around it will be of benefit. 


So far as salary is concerned I believe that thie will 
be authorized through your Department. I trust that arrangements can be 
made to pay a salary which will be acceptable to Mises McLeod. 


I have asked Mies McLeod to go in to see you to have 
an interview with you regarding the work here. I thought that you would 
like to see her, and I am sure that you will be able to give her some 
helpful suggestions regarding her work here.

Dear Sir; 


At the end of this month I shall have completed my first 
year at the Miller Bay Hospital School. It has been a happy and 
interesting experience, presenting countless problems and trying my 
patience to the unmost. 


Mrs. Highes has organized the school- following the wishes 
of Dr. Keenleyside that we make the children literate, teach them to 
express themselves intelligently, and to make them conscious that they 
are Canadians. I trust Miss O'Connor and I shall be able to follow a 
similar programme this next year. 


When Mrs. Hughes took me on my first tour of the wards, the 
curly heads of the little girls and the fink and white skins of many 
of the boyscontradicted all my preconceived notions of Indian children. 
But I learned that Indian girls and white are alike in wanting to be 
"beautiful" - curl papers are regular night equipment. Fair complexions 
are very common but they subject the owner to taunts of “white” and 
nothing could carry a greater stigma. The children are very proud of 
being Indian. 


All are bed patients. You can imagine the difficulty of keep- 
ing in bed small boys, who though ill, are bursting with pent-up 
mischief and curiosity. The novelty of hospital poutine soon wears 
off and means of evading doctors’, nurses', and teachers’ orders bothers 
them not. Climbing up a water pipe, henging on with one hand is a mere 
incident in the day of a little boy. 


Dr. Galbraith has appointed the hours 9-11 a.m. and 3-4 p.m. 
as school hours. He has asked the doctors and nurses to interrupt thesecse 
periods as little as possible. I should like to express my sincere 
appreciation of the co-operation all have given me. 


Since the New Year Mrs. Hughes and I have been going over to 
the nursery children as well, from 2-2.350 p.m, Here is where we get a 
regular fusillage of questions, such as,How you make bacon? Why it rein? 


Where have sun gone? Jesus stane on mat? Here too, we have been 
hampered by lack of kindergarten equipment. 
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Rach children's department consists of a large ward of eight beds 
ana four smaller wards of four bends each. In my section- the boys- I have 
the youngest children in the big ward. But the personnel changes from time to 

. to time, as patients as discharged and new ones enter. When children are 
using the same books we like to group them together. But this is not possible 
always. The physical condition of the child getermines his position in the 
wards. The doctors and nurses aré as interested in the boys' schooling 
as I am, and a move to a child's advantage is made whenever possible. 


I am very proud of the "beginners" They were very shy at first and 
hesitant about speaking in English. English is, of course, a foreign tongue 
to most.of them. ( What a terrifying experience for a child to be put ina 
room where he knows no one, where no one speaks his language, then to be 
"poked" and X-rayed and even put in a cast. No wonder they can't talk.) But 
after we had played games ~ & language all understand- they became vocal, 
and the adjective shy applies to them no longer. 


the first accomplishment toward which the children 4s to send 
their first letter home. It consists of one or two sentences, printed with 
very wobbly letters, satisfaction as each letter is 
made and each word finished. And the acme of happiness is reached when I 
ask, "May I give this letter to Dr. Galbraith to read?” 


The small boys take pride in hearing one another spell. We have 
a champion in each ward but have not found the Champion champion yet. 


I have been trying to interest the older boys in tales, pictures 
and designs of their ow tribes. Judith Morgan's display of her own 
pictures in the National Gallery at Ottawa has aroused their interest. I 
am hoping tt may be an incentive to her brother, Howard, who is & patient 
heres 


You can understand how little we accomplish in a dey. Three hours 
shared with twenty-four boys is less than ten minutes for each, Our teach- 
ing is from bed to bed and from ward to ward . It is unwise to remain longer 
than ten minutes in 4 room if an orderly calm is to pervade "Ward E". 


Rest is such an essential in the cure of the children that we 
must watch them very carefully lest they become weary or overexcited. 


Thia is difficult work, difficult physically, mentally and 
emotionally. But the results are gratifying. I am happy in teaching 
the children and interested in helping some of the men,who have not had 
school experience. 


I am enclosing pictures of the boys of Ward E, taken for me by 
Mr. Wrathall, photographer of Prince Rupert. Little Earl used to say when 
I went over to the ward at three o'clock, " Aren't we the hansome Boys, 
Miss Starratt?" I am sure you will agree.

We are expecting to hear from Major Davey with 
regard to the second teacher, whom I understand he has inter- 
viewed recently in Vancouver. 


I was very pleased to hear of your Christmas tree 
and also of your intention to publish a monthly magazine. 


With regard to the radio phonograph, it is not 
from the Department of Mines and Resources. Unfortunately, 
I could not obtein this information sooner but I am now told 
by Dr. Falconer that it was purchased by the Department of 
National Health and Welfare for the uso of the nurses. We 
ere endeavouring to wrk out a compromise whereby the two 
Departments can share in the expense of another radio for 
classroom use. 


I have brought the other matters in your letter 
to the attention of senior officials of the Indian Health 
services. The Medical Superintendent of the Hospital is, 
of course, your direct superior, even though you mre working 
for a separate department. I do hope that things ere 
working more smoothly now and thet you will be able to fit 
gradually into the scheme of things at the Miller Bay Hospitel.

I sent you an Army Signals on October 7th advising 
that Bovill and Henn, contractors for the erection of the 
school at Stony Creek, had not yet received payment of 
their account covered by Stuart Lake voucher No. 660. In 
the absence of any acknowledgment it was presumed that 
payment was being expedited but we are advised under date 
of November 10th by Bovill and Hann that payment is still 
outstanding and that during the entire period since 
submission of their account they have been paying interest 
to the bank at the rate of 6%. 


In view of the difficulty which we have in securing 
the services of building contractors in northern British 


Columbia it is in my opinion most unfortunate that payment 
should be delayed for an unreasonable length of time.

last Jamary 27 you wrote me asking for explanation as to 
the supervision given Messrs. lambert and Norman while they were 
repairing the Prophet River Day School Building, and expressing your 
surprise as to the time taken. I have been able to see Mr. Lambert 
only lately as he hag been away during the winter, and upon checking 
with him his time sheets and the items of work done I find that I did 
not report on the voucher, the replacement of a large part of the foun- 
dations of that building. 


As you may be aware the North West Highway Command had agreed 
to clear and level off an area contiguous to the building as a playgroubd 
for the pupils. While their bulldozers were at work th covered the 
foundations of the building and it was found that all the timbers at one 
end had rotted and had to be replaced. Subsidence of the building started 
shortly there@@ter and after the week had passed,conditions head become 80 
bad as to cause a large crack to appear in the newly repaired roof. lambert 
tokk it upon himself to make the necessary repairs. Jacks and other equip- 
ment he borrowed from N.W.H.S. of Mile 245; 6" x 6" timbers could only be 
had from another building which Lambert and Normand themselves had to dis- 
mantle from the roof down, none of the Indians being there to lend assis- 
tance as they had left to hunt in the mountains. Lambert has no definite 
figures to show for this work but he estimates that no less than 200 hours 
were spent on repairs to the foundation out of which 180 hours were for 
retrieving five 6" x 6" x 20' timbers. About five thousand feet of lumber 
were salvaged at the same time and this was luter ueed by the Indians in 
building new homes. 


I called at Prophet River School only ong while the work was in 
progress, on July 10th, and felt\ satisfied of the work being done proper- 


iy and speedily. Other occupations did not permit me to make more frequent 
visits at that time.

Reference is made to letter from Indian Affairs dated August 
26th end your notation thereon asking how soon we can give Major Mackey informe~ 
tion on this matter, 


I wish to point out that there is insufficient information given 
in connection with this matter for us to make any recommendation at the present 
time. It is noted from the letter of Mr. E.J. Galibois, Superintendent of the 
Fort St. John Indian Agency, that there is a gas well on the property which he 
proposes to use for the supply of naturel gas for heating the school. He also 
proposes to install an electric lighting plant to operate on natural gas. 


Before any recommendation can be made regarding the gas-driven 
electric lighting plant, it would be necessary for us to have one of our 
engineers made an examination to determine the quantity end pressure of natural 
gas available in the well. Arrangements can be made to have an engineer proceed 
to the school and make this investigation if it is considered desirable, 


Mr. Galibois states thet the piping of the gas from the well to 
the school will necessitate digging a trench across the Alaska Highway, and thet 
@ mechanical trench digger will be available in the district in the near future, 
He estimates that the cost of the necessary trenching and pipe laying would not 
exceed $200. 


Under the circumstances we would recommend that the necessary 
trenching and pipe laying be carried out immediately to provide gas for heating 
purposes, if the Indian Affairs Branch is satisfied (without further investigation) 
thet the supply of gas is adequate, Ny

The local Roman Catholic Mission 
proposes to start a seasonal school at Shesley Station, about 
40 miles north-west of Telegraph Creek on the Telegraph Line 
at the junction of the Salmon end Egnell Creeks, and the 
Shesley River. This point is the site of an Indian winter 
camp which has existed for many years, and seven or eight 
Indian femilies who trap in that area live there. 


The Church has no buildings at 
Shesley, and although any plans are tentative, it has been 
suggested to Father Carpentier thet we might obtain use of 
the Dominion Government telegraph station at Shesley. This 
building has not been used since the closing of the telegraph 
line between Telegraph Creek and Atlin, but it is still 
equipped, and in fair condition. 


It would be greatly appreciated 
if you could interview Superintendent R.G. Bishop of the 
Government Telegraph Service in Vancouver and enquire whether 
that Department has any objection to use being made of the 
building. 


A previous enquiry directed to 
the Government Telegraph Service about obtaining ‘line’ 
cabins and equipment for the Indiens resulted in the advice 
that ‘the telegraph dine had not yet been abandoned and per- 
mission could not be granted to use the cabins. :However, 
if the Shet’ley Station cabin could be secured for use, it 
could be on the understanding that it would be relinquished 
if the G.T.S. needed it again.

School. In your letter of Februery 22, 1946, file 215- 
12-3148 you instructed this office to take action if assis- 
tance was required. 


Unfortunately Fether Forget left 
the matter of obtaining supplies until too late for proper 
action thisseason. However, it will be appreciated if you 
can forward the requisition by airmail and request that 
the supplies be shipped immediately so that they will catch 
the last boat of the season, about October 10 from Wrangell. 
The supplies should preferabky come by mail as there is less 
likelihood of them not reaching here. 


Father Foregt has also asked for 
5 cords of firewood for the school, and a requisition for 
same is attached. 


There are ten pupils who will attend 
for certain, and possibly three or four others who may 
attend.

Dear Bishop Coudert:- 


The following report regarding the Sheslay 
Seasonal School has been received from Indian Agent 
Sampson: 


"This school operated during October, November and 
December with an average attendance of only seven. 
It was inspected November 22nd by the writer. Owing 
to the short season, and lack of supplies and 
facilities, the results were not very impressive. 
These children need schooling and they have no 
other opportunity”. 


Lack of supplies is due to the fact that the 
Order in Council establishing the school was obteined 
at such a late date that we were unable to ship 
supplies before navigation closed. However, this con- 
dition will not apply next year and instructions are 
being issued to Indian Commissioner Mackay to ship the 
supplies required during the navigation season 80 that 
they will be on hand when the school reopens in the 
Fall. 


From the Agent's remarks it can be inferred 
that he feels that the school should be operated for 
a longer period than three months. I would appreciate 
it if you would give this suggestion your careful con- 
sideration and let me have your opinion in the matter.

13, 1948. Original on 158-6-1. 


The school reports have been sent at the end of each month 
to our Indien Agent at Telegraph Creek, but in case you 

have not as yet received these reports, you will find a copy 
of them here enclosed. 


His Excellency bishop Jean-Louis Coudert, O.M.I., is telling 
me that you would like to have some information on our 
activities in Shesley last winter. 


Father J.M.Mouchet, 0.M.I. and 1 left Telegraph Creek by 
trail on January 22, 1948, for Shesley where we arrived on 
the 24th. Our plans were first to repair and readapt the 
B.C. Telegraph building to be suitable for a school, after 
which we wanted to teach school to the few children in the 
camp. 


To repair the house, both of us)had to work 24 dseys, from 
January 26 to February the 2ist/, This work, which, to my 
opinion, should have been done/and paid by the Indien Depart- 
ment, was made at our own expenses, by our expenses here I 
mean especially our time since as for na tertat we had to take 
wheat we had elready on the spot. To note again that this 
extra work was done for the sole purpose of opening a con- 
venient school during fall 1948. 


In case you would like to have details on the work done, 

here are the major repairs involved: we had to take out the 
kitchen floor in order to renew the rodten joists; we took 
down a whole partition and made a smaller bed room in order 
to have the main room bigger and brighter by the addition 

of another window; we then hed to repair e very bad corner of 
the room as well es the ceiling. ’ 


After completion of the improvements, the Indians were so 
enthusiastic about them that they were anxious to come in 
— number the next fall for the opening of the school. 

hey expected then to have from 12 to 15 children ready for 
school this fall. Though I had no contact with them since 
last spring, I am positive that there will be enough children 
at Shesley this fall for the opening of another school term. 


As all this work left us free for only the last week 
of February, + then taught school to the only six children 
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children in the camp. 


His Excellency Bishop Coudert, 0.M.1. came to vist the 
population during the first week of March and we then went 
back to Telegraph Creek where other duties were calling 
us. 


I went into rather long details, Sir, so that you could see 
by yourself what we are trying to do for our dear Indians 
often at the cost of many sacrifices and hardships. 


Hoping that this letter will please you and help you in

Deer Bishop Coudert:- 


Je have recently been advised that the day 
school in operation in the village of Telegraph Creek 
was closed on vecemoer 19th. The average attendance 
was very disappointing to us as it was only 10.2 during 
the months of November and December. 


Judging by past experience it is doubtful if 
any very regular attencence could be secured if a school 
is operated at Sheshiey. This statement is made in view 
of the fect that during the 45 day term in the fall of 
1946, the average attendance was approximately seven. 


Unless the Department can be definitely assured 
thet the average attendance will be much lerger than it 
has been in the pest, we do not see any great advantage 
in reopening the school either et Telegraph Creek or at 
Sheshley. 


From the information we have received it would 
appear thet indier children in this district should be 
recruited for the new Teslin Lake residentiel school when 
it is opened.

I have to refer to your letter of June Sth 
wherein you recommend the establihsment of a Day School at 
Anahim Lake. 


Perhaps I should point out that no provision 
Was made in the curretn year's estimates for the outlays re- 
quired in providing for the teacher's salary and the nucessary 
accommodation. However, I am quite prepared to put the matter 
up to the Department because where a need for a school exists 
every effort should be made to meet the situation as soon as 
possible, but as you are going into the area shortly I should 
first like to have further information from you regarding the 
buildine referred to and the names and ares of children of 
school ave and pre-school age living in the area the school 
would serve. You might list the information regarding the 
children under the following headings:

Home conditions should be listed as good, fair or poor. 


If the Department approves, sufficient funds will 
be provided to meet our needs so that I doubt if it is necessary 
or advisable to approach the Church for assistance in lining the 
building. 
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As you know, the Ulkatcho Day School has been 
closed since 1943 as we have not been able since then to secure 
a teacher. itn view of this, what possible chance have we for 
getting a teacher for the proposed school at Anahim even if the 
expenditures required were forthcoming? I am afraid that we are 
foing to have some difficulty getting teachers for seasonal 
schools because of the remoteness of their location and the short 
term. 


The Sisters of Chirst the King are in charge of 
our Day School st the Anahim Reserve, Alexis Creek, and it is Just 
possible that they may be in a position to find sufficient sta?f 
for the existing Schools at Redstone Indian Meadows and Ulkatcho 
and the proposed school at Anahim. 


You might look further into the matter when you 
are at Anahim Lake and let me have the information requested herein 
and the benefit of your viess on the proposal as a result of your 
visit.

From the above list of 26 children, sixteen are of school 
age now and there would appear to be a fairly satisfactory list of 
prospective pupils for future years. 

Whilst at Anahim Lake, I had a band meeting with the Indians 
end they promised to support the School if opened by the Department.

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2. The building. The Anahim Lake Indians have constructed a log 
building SO x 20 feet, and 11 feet to the Ceiling. Roof is ship- 
lap, with roofing paper thereon. It isa strong, well constructed 
building, with shiplap floor. This floor should be doubled, and 
the ceiling should be lined in. The windows (two) have been placed 
on the wrong side and there are not enough of them. The Indians 
have consented to put four,six light windows on the left side 

of the building. 


The Indians have given free labour on this school, but have incurred 
bills for lumber, roofing etc. totalling (185.25 But I understood 
that the Roman Catholic church is going to assist with part, if 

not all of these accounts. 


In addition to the items enumerated as equipment in my letter to 
you of June Sth, file 7-4-1, I would estimated timt the following 
would be required to put this building in condition for a classroom.

Later on the log walls should be lined with panels, 


S. Teacherage. The Indians agreed to have a building erected, 

of similar size to the School, with partitions, suitable for a 
teacherage, by October lst of this year. They have the logs out 
now, end the lumber and fittings have been ordered. They will 
incur, apart from labour which will be free, an expense of $131.90 
on this unit, and here again, I understand the Church is assisting 
in meeting these accounts. In addition to this building, the 
Indians will build requisite outhouses for pupils and teachers. There 
is suitable water supply adjacent to the proposed teacherage. 
Photos were taken of the building presently erected (on Anahim Lake 
Reserve #2) and of the children who came to the meeting with their 
parents, These will be forwarded shortly. 


The Indians asked me if there was any chence of opening a school 

this Noverber. I informed them that if the school building was 
completed as outlined herein and if the teacherage and outhouses were 
constructed as planned, I would recommend that the Department ask 
the R.C. Church to nominate a teacher for a seasonal school of six 
months duration, but that I could give no guarantee that the teachers 
could be supplied or funds for their salaries provided for the 

fiscal year 1945-46, 


It is recommended that in view of the evident need of a 
school for the children available anda willing to enroll therein, 
mnediate steps be taken to provide funds for equipment and salaries 
for a teacher for this School and that the R.C. Church authorit ies 
be appraocched re the possibility of providing teaching staff. 


It is my opinion that as between the Ulkatcho School and 
the proposed school at Anehim, the latter should be opened in 
preference to the former. It would be easier to obtain staff for 
this school; it is not as isolated, and I believe that the majority 
of the Ulkatcho children (including the Anahim Lake part of the band) 
a ocated in the vicinity of Anahim. Several Indians informed 
m at were a school opened at Anahim, they would bring their children

Following District School Inspector Davey's report 
of June 2nd in connection with the Upper Dean Indian Day 
School, Supt. Christie was asked to investigate and report 
with regard to repairs and improvements required.

No specific provision was made in the Estimates for 
any work at this school, possibly on account of the confusion 
between the Sella Coola and Williams Lake Agencies in 
connection with the administration of the school, but as 
stated by Mr. Christie this school was established et very 
little cost to the Department and if eat all possible it is 
felt that the expenditure necessary to bring the school up to 
a reasonable standard should be made. 


I would recommend that the Department endeavour to 
secure funds to the extent required and that an accountable 
advance of $352.50 be forwarded to Mr. Christie to meet 
labour costs.

I have the honor to acknowledge your letter 478- 

v-4, dated January 16th 1906, asking for information oF 
the manner in which Miss Rhodes School-teacher &* Alert Bay 
attends to the duties devolving upon her in that capacity, 
and the reason why so few pupils attend the Sehool. 
Miss Emily Rhodes is a very clever person and well qualified. 
She taught in 4 private sehool on the continent nine years, 
and had private classes in "English Literature” in vancouver 
for four years;and in London, England, she was Collegiate 
Science and Literature Lecturer. 

She appeared to me to be attending +o her duties well, 
and the girls at the school seemed delighted with her. Of 
course the Indian School work i8 new to her. She asked me & 
great many questions regarding the conducting of the school 
and I tried to assist her by suggestions. 

Secondly ,- The reason so few pupils attend the school was Aue to the 
fact that quite a number were sick , Mumps and whooping- 
ecouzh had been epidemic, and several were sick at the time 
of inspection. Others were absent with parents from the 
village. 

Miss Rhodes informed me that the camp children did not 
attend. She said she had taken out 19 suwmionses in Septem- 
ber against Indians for not sending their children to 
school,but they had not been served. She asked to whom she 
should apply for help in getting in the children. I 


I referr- 


ed her to the Indian Agent who lives in the village. 


Miss Rhodes 
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Miss Rhodes is teaching while Mrs.Hall,who taught the school 
for years,is on a visit to Mgland. Mrs.Hall knew every 
child in the village and so had great influence in getting 
the children to attend. Miss Rhodes,a new teacher,cannot be 
expected to know them as well and have as much influence in 


such a short time. She has only taught since the siwnmer

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Indian schools throughout the superintendency were sent to the 
local Indian Agent in order that he might either approve of 
or disapprove of the same. In this instance, although Miss Rhodes 
observed the necessary procedure by forwarding her application, 
in writing, to Mr. Agent DeBeck, who in turn sent it here, he 
failed to either recommemi the request for leave or disapprove 
of the same, On receipt of the Agent's letter covering Miss 
Rhodes request for leave it was at once perceived that he had 
omitted to make the usual and necessary recommendation, where- 
uvon he was asked to make a specific recommendation either 
for or against the application. Had the Agent observed the 
required procedure when forwarding the request no difficulty 
would have been experienced in at once satisfactorily disposing 
of the application. When I received the Agent's reply, dated 
the I9th of Dec. last, a copy of which was with other communi- 
cations transmitted to the Department on the 23rd ultimo, under 
cover of letter No. 574. V. 4.5 he stated. as will be seen by 
a reference to the correspondence, that "it doesn't matter now 
"ss Miss Rhodes has left and I understood from her that she 
"intends to take the holidays anyway." 

From this it will be seen 
that I had not been supplied with the required data by the 
Agent on which to deal with the application in point; indeed, as 
a matter of fact, it was not until writing to this office on 
the 4th of last month that Mr. DeBeck stated that he did not 
approve of the holidays being extended and in the meantime , 
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as already remarked by the Agent, the teacher had left the 
school, without receiving from this office the necessary author- 
ity for taking that step, thus practically by her own act taking 
the matter out of my hands before having had time to dispose 

of it according to the usual practice observed with respect 

to requests of this kind. 

; Before closing I should like to be 
informed if, as I interpret the spirit of the Department's 
letter herein acknowledged, it is intenied that I am to deal 
with applications of this nature without first having either 
the Agents' recommendation of the request or his disapproval 
of it, expressed in unmistakeable terms. Visiting the schools 
of his agency as he does periodically the Indian Agent is 
naturally familiar with their every day requirements, and is 
consequently in a position to definitely advise this office 
as to whether such requests made to him by the teachers thereof 
are or are not to the advantage of these institutions. It will, 
therefore, I think, be readily perceived that very much depends 
upon the nature of the remarks the Agents see fit to nake 
respecting all applications of the kind emanating from the 
teachers of the schools within the limits of his agency in 
the matter of my determining whether such requests are as a 
matter of fact inimical to or in the best interests of these

At the present writing it is aifficult to say whether this 
day school will in the future serve the purpose for which it 
was intended, 48 1 found that practically all the larger and 
elder pupils of the past have now been placed in the Girls 
Home, and now only the very smaller ones attend. None of 
those could speak English, and were only learning t° make 
their letters on slates. ‘The or igineal intention was, 1 
understand, that this vuilding should be used ef 4 class-roem 
for the new Girls Home, the teaching staff to look after the 
education of the pupils of both the Day School and Girls 
Home, but it has peen considered by the Church of England 
authorities that thie plen would not be feasible or satis- 


factory and consequently the idea will not ve carried out.

I\\ In your letter of Dee I7th No II7262/1 you 
oi make reference to Mr Greens report on the Alert Bay Day 
School. 

Mr Green came to Alert Bay at an unfortunate time. 


Nearly all the Indians were away from home at the tine 


; 
and had not beenat home for some time and the average 


as Will be se*n from last quarters report was only 8.3¢ 
The school register shews that the latter part of the term 
that the attendance was often as high as I7, 

Since the opening of the school term this quarter Miss 
Clowes informs me that the morning average is about IO and 
the afgernoon about I5. It seams to be veer difficult to get 
the Indiens to attend in the mornings. They sit up all 
hours of the night and never think of sending the children 
to bed until they go themselves, and it is quite a cormon 
thing to se* the children pé@ying round the street at 
night until midnight or later. The result is that they do 
not get up.early. The parents are at the best apathetic 
on the educational question. 

Mr G.H.Moody whose appointment as teacher was approved 
of by the Department has been in the hospital with pneuronia 
and typhoid fever for nearly I2 weeks, and I am informed 
by the church authorities will be disconnected from the 
Mission. During the most of the time the school has been 
taken by Miss Margaret Clowes, who has had five years 
experience in teaching in England. I call at the school 


every few daye to se how everything in going along and

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have been very uch inpressed with the progress the pupiis 
have been meking. Miss Clowes had especial training in 
Kindergarten work and usse that system largely and the 
pupile are much interested in the rusical drilis and 
Calishtenic exercises which she uixCs up with the other 
leseons. This helps to insure a better attendance. 

It has not been definitely decided as to whether Miss 
Clowes will remain permanently but personally I hepe that 
she way. 

A number of the pupils who would ordinarily attend the 
Day School are now inmates of the Industrial Sehool and 
Girls Home which of course decrenreer tha average for the 


Day Sehool.

The teacher hae expreesed 
hie sorrow that the dance had not broken up at a reaconable 
hour inetead of continuing until sundey. 


There are other buildings at Alert Bay where 
entertainments can be held, and it ie hoped thet there 
will be no further cause for complaint regarding the 
holding of dances in the school building.

No training or certificates. Experience in this 
school since 1917. Previous to the year 1917 the teacher 
states he was with Rev. Mr. Corker in the Indian Resi- 
dential School, Alert Bay. I do not know just what kind 
of teaching he undertook there. 


After my inspection was finished the teacher, Mr. 
Luther, informed me that he had been 411 after the last 
4nspection and towards the end of the school year. He stated 
that his heart was giving him trouble and that he felt the 
strain of trying to teach so many small children, I sug- 
gested that perhaps he would be better off in a small Church 
school, but he would not consider transfer to any such school 
not under the Department of Indian Affairs, He told me that 
he would be willing to retire if the Department would give 
him some help during the remainder of his life. I said 
that I could not possibly say what the Department might or 
might not be willing to do, but that his best plan would 
be to WRITE TO EIS INDIAN AGENT, STATING THAT THE SCHOOL 
WAS TOO MUCH FOR HIM AS HE WAS NOT WELL, AND ASKING THAT 
THE DEPARTMENT CONSIDER GIVING HIM A SMALL MONTHLY ALLOW- 
ANCE IF HE RETIRED FROM THE SCHOOL AT THE END OF THE 
PRESENT SCHOOL YEAR. I talked this over with Mr. Todd 
later, and impressed him with the necessity of having Mr. 
Luther, who is of course an Indian, state that he was un- 
able to continue the charge of the school. I do not wish 
Mr. Luther to be dismissed on the result of this last in- 
spection and report alone. If the Indian Agent wishes 
him notified that his services are no longer required, the 
Department will know from this report just how the school 
stands. There is no question that Mr. Luther is failing in 
his work, particularly with the younger children, I am 
perfectly willing to support the recommendation of the Indian 
Agent who has been keeping a very close watch on this school, 
I should like to suggest that it would be perfectly possible 
\for me to obtain an experienced teacher with a First Class 
Certificate and years of successful teaching at a salary of 
$500.00 with $50.00 per annum as Janitor or even without 

this and allow the $100.00 or $150.00 thus saved to be 

applied on a short of Relief to this Indian, Mr. Luther,as 
long as he lived. This has not been done in other cases but 

I suggest it here as this school certainly requires the 
services of an experienced teacher to pull it up to the 
required standard. I have recommended to the Indian Agent tha 
two children from this day school be permitted to go into St. 
Michael's Indian Res. School owing to special circumstances of 
which he is aware. In conclusion I may state that the standing 


of this school is at present "Unsatisfactory" and the teacher’ 
contrel "Weak".

During the time Capt. Barry, Department 
School Inspector made his recent inspection of the Alert 
Bay Indian Day School, I took up with him the matter of 
my health in thé interests of this school. 


For some time I have not been feeling well 
owing to a heart ailment, and as I have been teaching for 
thirty years, of which twelve years was in the old Resid- 
ential School and eighteen years in the present Day School, 

I feel with my health as it is I should consider resigning 
my position as teacher. 


There is, however, one thing which worries 
me and that is after all the years of service I have not been 
able to put aside sufficient funds through various reasons 
to care for me in my latter years, and I dislike to give up 
my position so long as my health will permit me to carry on 
with the possibility that I might find myself having to ask 

he Department for assistance later on. i talked the matter 
over thoroughly with Capt. Barry, and explained to him my 
financial position as well as the state of my health. 


In view of the above, do you think the 
Department would favourably consider granting me a small sum 
each year in consideration of the many years service which I 
have given the Department as teacher. I realize there is no 
Superannuation fund for teachers in the Indian Department the 
same as there is for those who teach under the Provincial 
Department of Education, but possibly the Department might find 
some way in which they could grant this to me. 


If this could be done, I would be willing to 
tender my resignation to take effect at the end of the present 
term, and I would appreciate if you would take this up with 
the Department and advise me accordingly.

I have the honour to forward he rewith my 
report on the Alert Bay Indian Day School, Kwawkewlth 
Agency, which I inspected on Thursday last, January 2érd. 


Mr. Wickett has very greatly improved the 
condition of the school, though he has made mistakes 
with regard to demoting certain pupils, Etc. 


I have spent a considerable time with this 
young teacher. The main items of my report have been 
talked over with him, and this includes the recommendation 
for promotion in certain Grades. He is anxious to make 
a success of his work here, and responds very well to 
professional advice. I hope that he will have the su ort 
of the Department and its officials in B.C. 


There is,as no doubt you are aware, @4 very 
awkward situation in Alert Bay just now. The local Indian 
teacher who taught here for many years Was replaced by the 
present teacher last September, and while this Indian teacher 
has given no trouble, it is a fact that the present teacher 
has not received much support from the Anglican Missionary. 
The Anglican Missionary is opposed to the Indian Agent and 
to a greater or less extent is creating trouble throughout 
the village. While Mr. Wickett has tried to keep clear of 
these local disputes he has to someeaxtent been envolved. 

On the whole I think that Mr. ickett has handled the local 
situation very well. He has been informed by the Anglican 
Bishops of the Diocese that there will shortly be a change 
here and a new Anglican Missionary will be appointed. 1 am 
certainly very glad to hear this. 


I should be glad to see new single desks in 
this school, and I may say that the Indian Agent has been 
offered the loan of the necessary desks which are spare at 
St. Michael's Indian Residential School. The local Anglican 
Church Group object to the old desks being changed, as the 
modern single school desks would not accommodate the old 
Indians attending the Friday night Bible Meetings HELD IN THE 
INDIAN DAY SCHDOL. There are everal other places where the 
Bible Class might well be held, and it seems very foolish 
to me to deprive the children of the advantage of suitable 
\aesis which happen to be available to please some foolish old 
Indians. I believe the Indian Agent and the Teacher wish for 
these new desks but they_¢ ot wish to stir up any more 
friction in Alert Bay. ee .

The entire month of August has been spent at the 
Agency headquarters. Owing to a second classroom being 
established in connection with the Alert Bay Indian Day 
School, and the necessity of transferring children from 
the Residential school to the Vay school and other plsoces, 
it was necessary for me to remuin here to supervise the 
repairs and changes which are taking place. 


The second classroom which we are providing here 
will open on time, but we have had difficulty in completing 
same owing to the Department not approving of the full amount 
of money I estimated it would cost to put this building in 
repair. In this connection I should like to inform the 
Department Mr. Stewart, the Principal of the Alert Bay 
Indian Day School, returned earlier at my request in order 
that he could help us rearrange the equipment and supplies 
before school opened. lir. Sharpe, who assisted with the 
carpenter work, has offered to donate some of his services 
to the department if necessary in order to complete the 
work, but in my opinion this should not be necessary and 
it is my intention to put in his full time even though it 
does exceed the total amount of $205.00 approved by the 
department, and I hope any small expenditure beyond the 
approved amount will be paid. 


The Residential school opened on August 28th 
with a full attendance.

I have your letter of the 3rd instant 
enclosing a letter from Indian Agent Todd dated 
May 29. The advisability of conducting a day school 
during the summer months at Alert Bey is extremely 
doubtful. It appears from the Agent's letter that 
what is really required is supervised play. It is 
quite possible that this would be much more beneficial 
to the children than classroom work during the months 
mentioned in the Indian Agent's letter. There is 
another point to consider; namely, that the efficiency 
of the teachers for the reguler academic term starting 
on October 1 might be impaired by requiring them to 
teach during the summer months. 


I hesitate to approve of this arrangement 
if it is intended to be a permanent one, although the 
inference might be taken from the Agent's letter thet

The absence of 
the usual skin diseases which have always been prevalent after the 
prolonged holiday period is very noticeable, and this situation wauld 
have been aggravated this year owing to so many more families living 
here and the homes being overcrowded. The village has also been very 
free from accidents, through the supervised play, and we have had no 
hospital accounts to meet in this connection. 


Each year during the summer holidays when there ars 
so many children playing around the village, it gets into a deplor- 
able state, and one of my requests to the teachers was to keep the 
village clean and tidy as an outdoor project. I arranged for the 
teachers to take the children one day per week and go through the 
village for this purpose, and this in itseif has been of great 
benefit not only to the children but to the Indians as a whole in 
respect to health. 


After taking everything into consideration, 
Summer School has been a success and worth while.

following recommendations: 


1. That the attendance be not altogether on the voluntary system,

That the summer School at Alert Bay be conducted under the 
supervision of one teacher instead of two during the months 
of August and September.

As pointed out in my letter of June 7 
the Department is still of the opinion that 
what is really required is supervised pley 
rather than academic training. 


Before next summer Indian Agent Todd, 
Inspector Barry and yourself should fully 
review the whole situation, not only at Alert 
Bay but at the other two points mentioned in 
your letter, and submit a definite recommendation 
early in May in order that the recommendations 
you make may receive our careful consideration 
before the time arrives for taking action. 


It has occurred to me that the British 
Columbia Department of Education has a very 
splendid plen of physical training and it might 
be possible to adopt some of their methods in 
the event of your recommending the continuance 
of this summer school principle.

Neither Inspector Barry nor I consider that 
the results obtained at Alert Bay last summer were as 
valuable as they are apparently considered to have been 
by Mr. Todd. Further, a6 I have stated on a previous 
occasion, I do not consider that Indian children, par- 
ticularly those who have attended the regular Indian Day 
School during the previous academic year, should be forced 
to attend a summer school or that their attendance should 
be left to the discretion of the Agent, as is suggested by 
Mr. Todd, 


The necessity for the conservation of even those 
funds now available during the present emergency must, of 
course, be taken into consideration and, at least while the 
present war continues, I am not prepared to recommend that 
the Department provide in full the salaries of even one 

teacher at Alert Bay and the Knight Inlet Cannery, Glendale 
Cove. 


Inspector Barry and I feel that if the operation 
of summer schools at these two points in the Kwawkewlth Agency 
is, in fact, of definite adventage to the Indian people, both

OCCUPATIONS 


The fishing season has now started, and all of 
my Indians are busily engaged in this industry. There appears 
to be a shortage of labour, with the result that High School 
students are being absorbed into the industry to fill the 
vacancy created by the shortage of manpower, During the 
early part of the month, quite a number of Indians were 
engaged in halibut fishing previous to the sockeye season, 
and this industry has been very successful, as it has been 
@ good season both for price and quantity of fish. Very few 
of the Indians have remained in the logging industry where they 
are receiving exceptionally high wages, some as much as ten 
dollars a day; they donot seem to be able to resist the call of 
fishing when the season opens. 


Possibly I should again draw to the depertment's 
attention the closing of the B.C.Packers' Cannery at Alert Bay 
owing to War Regulations, and the the Indian women and their 
families previously employed here have been transferred to the 
B.C.Packers Imperial Cannery at Steveston, just outside of 
Vancouver. I understand these women will be employed there for 
many months, and this may affect the children's return to the 
Day school at Alert Bay. However, this matter is being looked 
into and if its effect on the Alert Bay Day School is 
serious, a further report will be made at a later date.

Knowing the scarcity of teachers, for the Department's 
information I have communicated with the teachers in this Agency 
to ascertain from them whether it is their intention to remain 
in their present positions for the term starting on September ist 
next, and have had the following replies. 


Alert Bay indian D School; Mrs. Jane ilassey has signified 
her willingness to remain with the Department here provided she 
can get suitable living accommodation, and 1 enclose herewith 
copy of her letter. This still leaves one room vacant. Mrs.ilassey's 
request to have the junior room was forwarded to your office on 
January 4th last. in my opinion there should be a teacher app- 
ointed to the senior room as I understand from Mrs.Massey that 
from a survey she has made there will be approximately twelve 
beginners next term; last fall when school started she had sixty 
pupils on the roll including both junior and senior rooms. Later 
it was found necessary to request the Department for permission 
to carry on on the half-day system, but this was later found not 
very satisfactory and when a number of the pupils returned to 
their home villages Mrs.Massey carried on all grades in the one 
room the full day. A further survey will be made and definite 
recommendations made to the Department before school closes this 
term insofar as the second room is concerned. 


uagge Day School - Mrs. R. Wilson has advised she would 
like to remain at this School next term, and 4s her services have 
been very satisfactory so tar as i can learn, I would recommend 
that she be retained in this position. 


Campbell River Day School - Mrs. Yeatman nas advised me owing 
to her health she is resigning at the end of the present term.
